Simple Services Held Over the 
Remains of Jay Gould. 


Relatives and Friends Look Upon the 
Face of the Dead. 


PROMINENT 8ST. LOUIS RAILWAY OFFI- 
CIAL3 IN ATTENDANCE. 


Detectives on Guard About the Dead 
Money King’s Mansion—The Body Will 
Be Placed in the Tomb at Woodlawn 
Fridsy or Saturday—What Wall Street 
Men Say of the Financier’s Fortune— 
How He Passed His Hoursof Rest. 


New YOrK, Dec. 5.—Not a single inci- 
Gent happened last night to ruffle the 
Wearisome vigi! of the Central office de- 
tectives who were detailed to watch the 
Gould mansion until after the funeral. 
Aman from the undertaker’s establishment 
kept guard over the remains of the dead mi1.- } 
lionaire alllast night. The body reposed in 
& mahogany ice chest, which was covered 
Witha black pall and which in turn was 
heaped high with flowers. 

By 10 o’clock the representatives of the 
city’s wealth were moving downtown. Pe- 
destrians stopped and gazed inqulsitively at 
the dull ocher curtains and mentally tried to 
pierce the shadows within- On the west 
side of the avenue a dozen or more 
men stamped their feet on the pavement 
inthe effort tokeep warm, and it isa nota- 
ble factthat of this numberat least one- 
third werechips onthe ocean of life, men 


whose unkempt beards and summer attire 
Were strikingly out of place in this center of 
wealth and fashion. 

At 10:15 o’clock Undertaker Main’s canopled 
Wazon came to a halt infront of the main 
entrance and the'’driver and his assistant 
quickly carried within a score of folding 
chairs. It was the first of many 
similar journeys. It was about 
this time that a number of 
venturesome persons won curiosity bent 
rang the bell of Mr. Edwin Gould’s house 
and requested to be permitted to see the re- 
mains, but the butler toid them that only In- 
timate friends of the family would Dbe 
adimittea. 

The first arrivals of prominent out-of-town 
persons were at 7:45 o’clock this morning, 
when the following gentlemen stepped from 
their private car, which was attached to the 
Westernexpress of the New York Central 
Road: W. B. Dodridge, General Manager 
ol the St. Louls & southwestern, 
George C. Smith, assistant general mana- 
ger; C. G. Warner, general auditor; D. s. H. 
Smith, treasurer, and Alexander G. Coch- 
rane, general solicitor, all of the Missouri 
Pacific. They went direct to the 
Windsor House, where they registered 
from St. Louls. They attended the funeral 
services this afternoon and will probably re- 


turn to St. Lou's to-night. 
FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The coffin | 
rested in the center of the parlor. | 
The family and intimate friends the 
deceased financier were in this rooin and the | 
adjoining dining-room.

WHERE THE REMAINS WILL REST. 

The spot where the remains of Jay 
Willreposeis in Woodlawn Cemetery. The} 
staticn of the New York & Harlem’ River 
Kutlroad is neyr the rortheast corner of the 
cemetery. Central avenue goes by the office 
of the superintendent and winds through the 
showy siopes for about half a mile. About 
fifty feet from this avenue rises a mound 
crowned by a tiny Greek temple. That is 
Jay Gould’s tomb. 

“he plot of ground ts circularand contains 
P0,000U squarg feet. The price of ground in| 
such a select location is $2 per square foot, so 
the space alone cost $60,000. ‘he grass Is 
surprisingly green under the snow which the 
workmen were ciearing away yesterday to 
make a path, for although the snow Is quite 
forgotten in New York, on the wind-swept 
heights of Woodlawn itis almost knee deep. 
At the top of the knolithe sun had melted It 
allaway, and the three granite steps of the 
platform on which the tomb stands were 

uilte. free and dry. The structure is of 
NMesterly granite. which is alm: st white. 
There are four Ionic pillars at the front and 
rear and on each side. The blocks of stone 
composing the walls are smoothly dressed 
and so accurately fitted thatthe joint would 
scarcely receive the edgejof,one’s thumb- nail 
The roof is low pitched, and there is noem- 
Dlem of faith or any name upon the plain en- 
tablature. Itis a copy of the famous Matson 
Carree at Nimes, France, bullt 2,000 years ago

Thetomb was completed in 1883, and cost

WITHOUT SOCIAL AMBITION. 

Jay Gould had nosocial ambition whatever. 
He was the most domestic of men, and his 
affection and attention to his own immediate 
family was so deep as to apparently leave no 
place for outside social influences. That 
both he and his wife desired that their eldest 
son make a match that would be considered 
socially good isa well-Known fact, but they 
accepted the marriage, and Mrs. George 
Gould was admitted tothe affections of her 
husband’s relatives. The death of Mrs, 
Gould set aside all plans for social diversions,

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great public benefactions. Astor and Tilden 
founded libraries, Drew established a theo- 
logical seminary, George I. Seney distributed 
millionsand Vanderblit endowed a hospital, 
but Gould’s purse was never opened by any 
such generous ambition. He was kind to his 
relatives, gave his brothera good position in 
the Missouri! Pacific Rallroad and built bis 
sisters a schoolin Camden. Hejgaveliberally 
to alleviate the suffering by the Chicagofire 
and by the Meinphis yellow fever plague, 
made big subscriptions to the Grant and Gar- 
fiela funds, and added ei¢chty acres tothe 
Mount Vernon property. This was nearly all 
he did in a public way. In their private 
charities Mr. and Mrs. Gould and Miss Helen 
Gould are said to have distributed a iarge 


sbout $19,000,000; Manhattan Elevated. $10,000,-

Pacitie stock, $10,000,000 par valine, worth about

GOULD’S FORTUNE, 


NOBODY KNOWS THE ACTUAL VALUE OF THE 
PROPERTIES HE CONTROLLED. 


New York, Dec. 5.—There are many ob- 
serving men in Wallstreet whodo not hesi- 
tate tosay thatthe value of the Gould estate 
will reach a round $100,000,000. Mr. Gould had 
$20,000,000 In Western Union out of a'‘total of 
nearly $100,000,000 now Out. He had $20,000,000 
in Manhattan securities out of the $50,000,000 
in stocks and bonds which that corporation 
has issued. Gould had also $20,009,000 in Mis- 
souri Pacific out of the $50,000,000, which Its all 
the capitalization this company has yet 


floated. 
These three stocks Were the nest eggs of 


Mr. Goulda’s fortune, and they comprise the 
great bulk of it. He never tired of sounding 
the praises of these properties, and two of 
them atleastare absolute or practical mo- 
nopolies in their fields. The figures which 


Mr. Gould placed on these holdings are far 
above what the public think they are worth. 
Western Union, he said, was worth 150; the 
market rate is about 85, Manhattan he 
thought was worth. 200, but, though a mag- 
nificent dividend payer, it goes at 129. Mis- 
souri Pacificis more distinctly a Gould prop- 
erty than either of the other two, and goes at 
55 against Mr. Gould’s Valuation of 120. 

These are the DiocKs Wich Mr, Gould’s 
witl, it is thought, Will turn over to trustees’ 
foratime, It may be that \ir. Gould will 
use a trust company to Carry out the terms 
of the deed of trust, though other authori- 
ties name George G. Gould and ex-Judge 
Dillion as two of the trustees selecteq to man- 
age the property.

thing. Forashort time every day he would 
walk through the garden, and doubtless 
dream of his old barefoot boyhood days when 
he looked after his mother’s garden in Dela- 
ware County. He was a sort of intermittent 
farmer, and seemed to find a transitory 
leasure in everything that pertainedtoa 
arm, There was nothing in common, how- 
ever, between Mrr Gould’s luxurious stylé of 
farming and that of the everyday, horny~ 
handed knight of the pitchfork and plow. 

His barnyards and meadows, situated some 
distance from the conservatory, contained 
innumerable blooded stock. There were fifty 
cows, twenty-five horses, a span of oxen, 
three bulls and over a thousand chickens, 
200 duck? and 500 pigeons, besides half a 
dogen deer. This gave the entire estate a 
farm-like aspect that was very yor to 
Mr. Gould, Overtwo hundred and fifty tons 
of hay were harvested inthe felds of Lynda- 
hufst every year. Mr. Gould took great 
pleasure in going out to the felds on summer 
afternoons to lie under the trees and watch 
the haying. The far-off Grone of the flying 
sickle came tohis brain asa soporific balm, 
and the sight of the sun-worn tollers heaving

In Mr. Gould’s stable there were fifteen or 
twenty carriages and conveyances of one 
kind or another,many of which were not used 
once a year.

Mr. Woolner Confers With the Whisky 
. Trust President. 


THE PURCHASER OF THE CENTRAL DIS 
TILLERY NOT A FIGHTER. 


— 


On the Contrary, He Has a Talk With the 
Head of the Trust About Pricss—Scms 
Strong Evidence Tending to Show That 
the Trust Will Not Be Fought—Ad- 
vance in Quotations. 


If the Central Distillery property, pur- 
chased last week by Mr. Samuel B. Woolner, 
of Peoria was not purchased for the Dis- 
tilling and Cattle Feeding Co. known 
as the Whisky Trust, as was rumored atthe 
time of the sale, itis now considered quite 
certain that little is to be expected from the 
sale of the great St. Louis plant in the way 
of a fight against the famous monopoly. 
Throughout the negotiations for the distillery 
Mr. Woolner declared that he was buying 
solely in his own interest, and gave out that 
one of the reasons actuating him was that 
he had been ‘‘pinched’’ by the trust and 
wanted the property toaid him in fighting 
that corporation. The statement did not at 
the time meet with.entire credence on the 
part of the whisky menof the city, and it 
was very generally said that though Mr. 
Woolner had bought in his own name, it was 
his intention to transfer the property to the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co.,thus increas- 
ing his hold upon the trade and placing it in 
position to almost absolutely control prices. 
Now there is an additional rumor to the 
effect that the trust has purchased the entire 
product of Kentucky and intends to bull the 
market so that a sudden rise in prices may 
soon be expected, 

WOOLNER MEETS GREENAUT. 

A significant fact, which has been deemed 
a confirmation of the supposition that the 
Trust was interested directly in the purchase 


of the Central Distillery, is that J. B. Green- 
hut of Peoria was in thecity last week and 
had a conference with Mr. Woolner. The 
latter has been stopping at the Southern, and 
when Mr. Greenhut arrived on Friday 
he also went there. Mr. Greenhut, as 
is well known, is president ofthe Whisky 
Trust. Itis no wonder therefore that his 
presance inthe city following immediately 
upon the sale of the distillery and his confer- 
ence with the parchaser has not been con- 
strued as meaning that there was aboutto 
begin any very bitterfight between the two 
concerns. What the exact nature of the 
talk between these two great whisky 
men was has not been made known. Mr. 
Greenhut went away Saturday night with.- 
out divulging, and Mr. Woolner, who was 
seen Dy a PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter this morn. 
ing, was openly averse to making any 
statement. He said: ‘*I nave told you before 
that Ihad bought the property, and I donot 
Gesire to make any additional state- 
ment, There have been so many 
rumors that I do not think the 
public would believe anything further that 
might be published, Then what is the useof 
keeping upallthis talk? Ihave bought the 
property andthe deed was filed last Friday, 
That isthe proof of whatI say. Golook at 
the deed and see if anybody else was the pur- 
chaser.’’ 

it is true that the deed 
to Mr. Woolner has been filed, 
but repeated questions fallea to elicit 
from him whether or not he Intended tocon- 
vey ittothe Trust. He always came back to 
the statement that he had made the pur- 
chase, which everybody knows. 

‘*It is true that you had a consultation with 
Mr. Greenhut, is it not’’’ was asked. 

‘*Yes, certainly, but I do not know 
that that is of public interest. 
Mr. Greenhut came here on. busi- 
ness, He has interests here, and 
came to look after them. The corpcration 
he represents owns many distilleries, and of 
course has much to say in fixing prices. We 
have to some extent to be guided by them.’’ 

‘*Then your business with Mr. Greenhut 
was in relation to the fixing of prices?’’ 

‘*T have not sald so.’’ 

‘*Well, isit not true that the Central Dis- 
tillery will in future be governed by the 
prices fixed by the trust?’’ 

‘*That depends. We shall see about that. 
I have no more to say about the matter.’’ 

PROBABLY NO FIGHT. 

So far as the rumored antagonism of the 
purchaser ofthe Central Distillery to the 
trust fIsconcerned very little more need be 
said. Mr. Woolner’s admission that he 
had consulted Mr. Greenhut on the sub- 
ject of prices is almost enough. 
Whether the trust becomes the actual owner 
of the property or merely dictates its course 
in the matter of prices does not appear to be 
of material importance tothe trade. Con- 
trol igthe essential pointand the pubiiec can 
now judge whether there isto bea fight or 
co-operation. 

Valle Reybdburn fs said to have been the at- 
torney for the dislillery company in the 
negotiations for the sale of the property, but 
when asked whether it would. be transferred 
to the Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co, de- 
clined to say anything about the matter. 

CHANGE IN QUOTATIONS. 

This morning a change in the qutations on 
high wines was made on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, which was generally considered to 
bea proofthatthe purchase of the Central 
Distilling Co, Was made in the Interest 
ofthe Whisky Trust. For monthsthe price 
per gallon In Peorla and Chicago has been 
quoted at$l1.10, and the Sst. Louls quotation 
has been $1.10. An effort was made by repre- 
sentatives of the Whisky Trust to have 
this quotation erased, but it proved 
unsuccessful, This morning the St. Louis 
quotations was raised to $1.15, bringing it In 
line withthe Peoria and Chicago marxets. 
Tnis is considered to De Indicative of the fact 
that the Whisky Trust has now control of the 
Central distillery.

SATOLLI’S MISSIOR. 


Appointed to Arbitrate Eetween Bishops 
and Priest¢. , 


BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 5.—The announce- 
meétit Made last night that Mgr. Satolli had 
been appointed by the Pope with full power 
to seftie without appeal all religious ques- 
tions between bishops and priests in the 
United States has caused considerable ex- 
citement in Catholic circles here. The an- 
nouncement was made by Cardinal Gibbons. 
Ab effort to interview him on the subjéct was 
unavailing, the only thing gleaned from him 
being a confirmation of the report. What 
was the cause of the appointment, or when 
it was made, he refused to say. 

The announcement, it is almost unneces- 
sary to state, will cause a sensation in Catho- 
lic circles throughout the United States. Why 
Cardinal Gibbons should be Overlookel and 
such plenary powers be given to one directly 
from the Vatican, is only one among the 
many perplexing questions asked about it. 
It had been rumored, indeed, that Mgr. 
Satolli, in addition to the-reasons above 
named, had been sent to America on a secret 
mission as a special representative of the 
Pope, but none had conjectured that he 
would be intrusted with such autocratic 
power as would practically make him the 
Pope of America. 

The chief reason for this action and the one 
that obtained general credence is that Pope 
Leo’s long continued il! health has deter- 
mined him to delegate such duties as prop- 
erly devolve upon himto one whom he can 
implicitly trust. Such a man is undoubtedly 
Mgr. Satoll!, who, next to Cardinal Rampol- 
la, is geneially credited with standing nearer 
to the Pope than any other among the Catholic 
dignitaries at Rome. It isa plausible reason, 
but whether it is the trueor not cannot, of 
course, be definitely known at present. 

An interesting subject which came up in 
this connection is whether or not the famous 
McGlynn case will be taken up by Mer. Sa- 
tolli. Itisa well-known fact that the ex- 
communicated priest is desirous of being re- 
stored toorders, and is still agitating the 
subject with all the means at his power. One 
of the chief reasons why he desires a rehear- 
ing was that sufficient evidence was not pre- 
sented in his behalf at Rome. He has fre- 
quently stated thatif the evidence had been 
takenin New York, his noted controversy 
with Archbishop Corrigan would have result- 
ed in bis favor. Now thatsuchan opportu- 
nity is offered him itis not thought that he 
will let it pass, and the probability is that the 
first important action taken by Mgr. Satollil 
in his new capacity as arbitrator will be a 
rehearing of the case in Gotham.

David Hogan. 


HE I8 ALSO INVESTIGATING THE 
“CASHIER JIM’’ STORY. 


Probability cf Clerk Thomas L. Kick 
Losing His Position on Account of the 
Levy Case—A Charge Against Work- 
House Superintendent Lohrum  In- 
vestigated. 


This morning Street Commissioner Murphy 
seemed to be realizing the full force of the 
Psalmist’s dispiriting cry: ‘*‘Man that Is 
born of woman ts offew days and full of 
trouble.’’ The Major realized it in his official 
position as Street Commissioner of St. Louis 
because he found a choice collection of 
troubles awaiting him when he opened his 
desk for his day’s work, and almost his en- 
tire forenoon was spentin investigating the 
**Blue Monday’’ job lot of worries that thus 
faced him. 

The first matter demanding his attention 
was the strange case of Mr. Eugene Levy, as 
told in the SunpDayY Post-DIsPpaTcHu, wherein 
Mr. Levy had been paid for ten days’ work in 
the Street Department by an order On Saloon- 
Keeper ‘‘Jim’’ Harrison, issueg by Clerk 
Thos. L. Kick of the Street Commissioner’s 
office, a system by which ‘‘Jim’’ Harrison is 
stated to receive 5 per cent discount on the 
‘*pay-off’’ and also a neat little ‘‘bar-room 
rake-off’’ in addition to his 6 per cent charge. 

The second case was thatof David Hogan, 
an employe ofthe Street Department, who, 
for twoyears past, has been charged with 
being one of the parties who burglarized the 
store of John J. Bowlin of No. 2002 Franklin 
avenue on the night of Jan. 28, 1890,.but who 
has been retained in the employ of the Street 


Department despite that charge. The facts 
in. this case were also given in yesterday’s 
SUNDAY PostT- DISPATCH. 

‘lhe third case was a charge made to the 
Post-DisPATCH against Work-house Supt. 
Lobrum, stating that Lobrum was using the 
Work-house street-gang to do private work 
for himself and his relatives. Maj. Murphy 
was seen in regard to all these matters later 
in the day by a Post-DISPASCH reporter. 

THE ‘‘CASHIER JiM’’ CASB. 

*‘*T am investigating the story about the 
system which sends employes of the Street 
Department to be pald of at Jim 
Harrison’s saloon,’’ said Maj. Murphy,'‘‘andI 
think it wlll result In Clerk Thos. L. Kick 
losing his position in this office. I cannot 
allow men whohave worked for us to be 
sent to such places to be ‘gouged’ in receiy- 
ing their pay. If the system has been 
eee to any extent, those who have 

een Dona | of countenancing it will have to 

ick teis m* that Levy’s caseis the 
only one wherein he has given snch a paper 
addressed to Jim Harrison. He sayshe did 
it because Levy told him that he (Levy) 
could getihe money from Jim Harrison on 
sucha paper from the Street Department. 
But eveninthatcase Kick made a serious 
mistake, andI will not allow it to occur 
again. Ihave to-day heard Kick’s explana- 
tion of the affair, and I will have Levy come 
here and give his sideof the story. Then I 
will act as I think the evidence justifies. 

‘*I do not object, inthe case of men who 
have worked by the day and not on the regu- 
lar monthly pay-rollofthé Department, toa 
paper being given [them certifying to the 
amount due them for their work, because 
they may get cash from thelr grocer or some 
one with whom they trade and to whom they 
owe bills, on such a paper, and so be saved 
the necessity of waiting for the regular pay- 
day. In the case of men who work onlya 
few days for the Street Department, their 
pay-day comes after the regular monthly 
pay-roll, and sometimes it is very in- 
convenient for them to walt, as. they 
are generally living from hand to mouth. 
But Linsist that sucha paper shall not be 
addressed toany one, thus leaving the man 
atliberty to get the money from whom he 
pleases. Least ofall shalllallow them to 
be sent to places where a practice is made of 
‘sharking’ them out of a heavy discount, 

DAVID HOGAN SUSPENDED, 

‘*In the case of David Hogan, 
be charged with burglary, I have 
bad logan before me. He does 
not make a satisfactory explanation of the 
affair and I have suspended him and think I 
shall discharge him. He tells me that the 
charge was made against him as stated, but 
that the case against him has been nolle 
prossed and that he was not indicted.

THE FRENCH CRISIS. 


Tirard Asked to Form a New Cab- 
inet. 

Paris, Dec. 5.—President Carnot is in a 
quandary, and all kinds of rumors are afloat, 
while the public ferment and uneasiness are 
increasing at a fate that seems to involve 
some danger of disorder. From Brussels 
comes the news that President Carnot has 
telegraphed to ex-finance Minister Tirard, 
now a French delegate to the international 
monetary conference, to come home and 
forma ministry. M. Tirard is one of the 
He is nota native 
having been born in Geneva, 
Switzerland, in 1827, of a family of French 
origin. He came to Paris in 1846, 
and soon proved his capacity, both for pub- 
licand private business. Attached to the 
bureau for maintaining and improving ths 
navigation of the Seine, he discharged for 
some time the duties of chief of the bureau, 
resigning in 1851 to enter into business for 
himself. In 1868 he was elected to the Coun- 
cil of Master Tradesmen in Paris. An avowed 
adversary of impertal rule, he sustained, in 
1869, the independent candidacy of WM. 
Bancel against that of Emil Olivier 
for the Chamber of Deputies. 
After the revolution, which overthrew 
the empire, M. Tirard’s advancement was 
tapid. He was at once named Provisional 
Mayor of the Second Arrondissement of Paris 
nnd was confirmed in his functions by a sub- 
sequent vote of nearly two to one, In 
February, 1871, M. Tirard was elected tothe 
National Assembly, as representative of the 
Seine, by a majority of 75,207 inatotal vote 
of 328,770. Inthe exciting scenes which fol- 
iowed, M. Tirard took a prominent but con- 
servative part. Elected a member of the 
Commune, he protested against the revolu- 
tionary and anarchial course of the Central 
Committee, and was marked fora victim by 
the Terrorists. 

There are rumors Of President Carnot re- 
signing his position. It is doubtless difficult, 
but there is noreason why he should not, if 
no other issue is possible, call upon the 
Radicals to form a cabinet. The only pos- 
sible serious danger is that he should fall to 
see that the Panama Investigating Com- 
mittee must not be checked or resisted. It 
is generally admitted that Editor Herz 
had nothing to do with the 
Panama affairs. Political questions, 
however important, are all subordi- 
nated tothe Panamainguiry. Nolegal dimi- 
culty, however, is likely to intervene be- 
tween thecommittee and the Government. 
Therefore the correspondent thinks the 
Panama investigation should not be allowea 
longer todelay tne formation of a Cabinet, 
The committee exceeds its duty, Dut it its 
steady and interesting. According to the 
Eclair, M. Dugue, a member of the Chamber 
of Deputies, admits that he received ons of 
the Tierre checks for 25,000 francs, this being 
his share due from Baron Reinach, in a guar- 
antée syndicate in which M. Dugue, who in- 
curred certain risks, was entitled to compen- 
sation if the operation of the syndicate was

MONETARY CONFERENCE, 


PLAN OF THE DANISH DELEGATE TO RECEIVE 
ATTENTION. 

BRUSSELS, Dec, 5.—Uontrary to expectation 
the special committee of the International 
Monetary Conference on the Rothschild and 
other plans will meet again in the afternoon, 
after the royal reception at the palace, to 
discuss the proposal of the Danish delegate 
Tietgen, why proposes to constitute an inter 
national union forthe settlement of the sil- 
ver question. The delegates representing 
this union aretofix the relative value of 
gold and silver, based on the #re- 
vailing price of silver recorded~ in 
London during the year preceding the foun- 
dation of the union.

THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN ENGLAND 
ANDTHE UNITED STATES 


Only & Certain Number of War Vessels 
Permitted in Those Waters—The Reso-

Treaty. 


' WASHINGTON, D. C.. Dec. 5.—An interest- 
ing document onthe subject of war vessels 
on the lakes Will be sent to the Senate by the 
State Department during the coming week. 
The information was asked for by resolution 
passed in the early part of the session. The 
Object isto have the State Department show 
cause why the act was passed in 1866 
requiring notice to be given to Great Britain 
f the Gesire of the United States to abrogate 
he treaty regarding the number of vessels to 
tkept on the inkes, had not been carried 
out. The reply of the department will be 
the basis for Congressional legislation look- 
ing to a modification of the treaty which will 
admit of the construction of war vessels by 
firms on the lakes. 

The same resolution asked the Secretary of 
the Navy for information as to whether or 
not any bids from lake firms for the construc- 
tion Of war vessels had ever been rejected

The Smoke Canopy and the Epidemic. 
To the Editor of the Pust- Dispatch: 

Asit has been shown by analysis that the 
hydrant water is not responsible for the 
typhoid malarial fever in St. Louls, and 
there isa general inquiry. asto the cause, I 


would suggest that the peculiar state of the 
atmospheric conditions in connection with 
the dense smoke which hangs over the city is 
the cause of the sickness. ‘There has beena 
stationary state of atmosphere in the region 
of St. Louls for six or eight 
weeks, and there has not been sufficient 
wind to blow away the clouds of smoke 
that are poured forth from the chimneys, 
and the heatof thesun has been siut off 
from the earth. Bright, warm sunshine is 
one of the best disinfectants, a great purifier 
of the alr we breathe, and there has been no 
bright, warm sunshine in St. Louls for the 
past two months, andthisis probably the 
cause of the presentepidemic. In proofof 
this opinion the greatest amount of sickness 
is in the center ofthe city where the clouds 
of smoke are the most dense, while the sur- 
rounding outskirts are almost exempt from 
the disease. 

In the swamp districts of Southeast Mis- 
souri the people who live close to the river, 
or who have large openings in the timber 
and who have cut the trees down from 
around their bouses have comparatively 
good health while those who have their 
houses surrounded by trees are generally 
troubled with a good deal of sickness. Clear 
skies and bright sunshine are conducive to 
good health, while too much shade and too 
much smoke are liable to breed disease. 

It is proper to remark, while the whole city 
is excited over the typhoid malarial fever, 
that in the burial permits published this 
morning there are only nine deaths from 
typhoid malarial fever, while there are thir- 
teen deaths from lung and throat diseases, 
which are more or less Girect results from too 
much smoke. As the deaths from lung and 
ones disenses are always at about this per 

ent no one gets excited over it, but because 
there isa sudden increase in some one special 
diseage people become alarmed about it and 
the fear of contagion working upon the mind 
aggravates the disease.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—Hon. John T. 
Heard of Missouri, one of the best known and 
most energetic members of the IHlouse Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia, has taken 
up his quarters for the session at 
the Riggs. Mr. Heard has been on 
the District Committee since the Forty- 
ninth Congress and has been second in rank 
in the Fifty-first and the present Congress.

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MURDER’ MYSTERY, 


Search for the Slayer of Mrs. Daniel 
Stone, 


MATTHEW R., ASHTON CHARGED WITH 
THE CRIME, 


The Woman’s Corpse Found in a Cistern— 
Strong Chain of Circumstantial Evi- 
dence Surrounding the Accused—Was 
the Heir to Property Owned by His 
Victim. 


JANESVILLE, Wis., *Dec. 5.—Charged with 
the murder of Mrs. Daniel Stone on June 5 
last, Matthew R. Ashton was arrested in the 

_ town of Fuiton, ten miles from here, Friday 
Might. He was placed in jail here and 
brought before Jndge Bennett, the Grand- 
jury now tn session having returned an in- 
dictment against him Friday. He appeared 
nervousand turned pale when the Judge 
asked him if he had anything to say. He 
pleaded not guilty and was admitted to bail 
in bonds of $10,000. Daniel Stone, husband of 
the murdered woman, and Heary Whittaker 
Signed his bond. 

Ashton isnow at his homein Fulton. He 
takes the matter coolly and his story simply 
deepens ‘the mystery. District Attorney 
William Wheeler is scouring the country for 
evidence, which so far is purely circum- 
stantial, but decidedly against Ashton. Mr. 
Wheeler says the murder of Mrs. Stone is the 
most sensational and mysterious that has 
ever been known here since Mr. and Mrs, 
Henry Search were found dead at their home 
last April. The morning of June 5 Mrs. 
Stone was murdered. It was Sunday. 

According to his ownstory Ashton, who 
lives near the Stone residence and works the 
farm,came upto the houseto get some 
Water at the wellnear by. He says that he 
saw Mrs..Stone go out ofthe houseto get 
some corn, which she took back into the 
house. A few minutes later he went intothe 
shed back of the kitchen to get a pail of élops 
and looked into the open door of the kitchen 
and remembered that he didnot see Mrs. 
Stone in there shelling corn, ashe had ex- 
pected to. He went to the barn with the 
siops, and alleges that he never saw Mrs. 
Stone again afterhe observed her entering 
the Nouse with the corn. 

About fifteen minutes after the time when 
Ashton says he saw Mrs. Stone enter the 
house ler mother, over 80 years old, came 
Gown stairs. She did not find Mrs. stone as 
she expected in the kitchen and looked 
around the house for her. Shecalled aloud 
for her daughter, and two hired men came 
up to the house and were enlisted in the 
search. 

Mrs. Stone could not be found around the 
premises nor at the neighbors’, andin the 
meantime Ashton cameup to the house and 
wastold that Mrs. Stone was missing. He 
appeared unconcerned and sald he guessed 
she was atthe neighbors’,and being informed 
that the neighbors had been visited, he stiil 
seemed unconcerned and took Httle interest 
in the search. the others persisted 
and he at length suggested that 
Mrs. Stone might have falleninto the cis- 
tern in the house. To the _ cistern the 
searchers went. Opening it, they found 
the body of Mrs. Stonein the water below, 
Nota mark of any kind, notevena scratch, 
was found. There was no water on the 
lungs or stomach. There was no discolor- 
ation, no bloating, andin fact none of the 
appearance of death by drowning. The 
Coroner’s jury found that she had 
been murdered most brutally; and that 
her death was due to acts of violence 
inflicted on her body and submersion ina 
Cistern, atthe hands of some person or per- 
sons unknown to the jury. The physicians 
testified that extensive contusions were 
found both above and below the collar bone. 
The collar bone was dCetached from the 
breast bone, as were also two ribs. The 
muscles of the neck on the right side showed 
meee fhe evidence that extreme violence hed 
een used in some manner, as all the mus- 
cles extending gown the back of the neck 
were severely contused. 

Just how Mrs. Stone received such severe 
injuries was not plain. One theory !s that 
she was struck witha heavy but soft instru- 
ment. Another was that a person threw her 
down and pressed his knee against her neck 
and chest. Biood would settle and turn 
Diack on the under side of the skin, andthat 
is exactly What the physicans found to be the 
case. 

A possible motive for Ashton’s alleged 
crime is givenas his desire to obtain pos- 
sessionofthe Stone property. <Asiuton is a 
nephew of Mr. stone. The fatter, it is said, 
showed Ashton his will. It provides that 
Mrs. Stone should have use ofthe old man’s 
property during her Hfe in addition to 
the third allowed her by law and $2,000 
in money § at his death. On the 
death of Mrs. Stone all the property was to 
gO to Ashton, and several years ago Stone 
brought Ashton and his wife from Canada 
and placed him in charge of his farm 
in Fulton, xziving Ashton the rent of 
a house near the Stone residence. 
Rtone and his wife grew to have the 
utmo:t cofidence in Ashton and he was 
treated likeason. Stone’salifairs were almost 
wholly managed by Ashton, because Mr. 
Stone was old and blind and Ars, Stone was 
getting old herself. To all appearances the 
affairs of Stone and Ashton head Deen going 
smoothiy. 

The case, it is expected, will come up for 
trialwithin two weeks, though there isa 
probabliity that it will go over to the April 
term.

Sev- 
eral narrow escapes, in which two fighters 
were caught but not seriously hurt, made the 
exhibition exciting and set the Mexicans 
yelling. One picador had two 
under bim anda thira sertously hooxed. ‘The 
poor brutes wore blinkefs, and were wholly 
dependent upon the science of their riders, 
for protection, but they utterly failed to keep 
them off the bulls, whose sharp horns pene- 
trated the horses’ sides and threw horse and 
ridertothe ground, The picador was res- 
cued while the infuriated bull continued to 
gore the horse, which, when taken from the 
arena, dragged his entrails upon the ground. 
The last bull was killed by the er by the 
first thrust of his sword, which entered be- 
tween the shoulder blades and cut the brute’s 
heart in twain.’’

Disappointment made him more 
desperate, and returning tothe lower room 
where Mrs. Puttlessny lay, the villain feit her 
pulse to ascertain if life were extinct. There 
Ware signsof life, and with restoratives he 
revived her. Again the demand for money 
was made. The poor woman, after recover- 
ing herspeech, told him where to find [t. 
The movements of the injured woman at- 
tracted bis attention and he jumped for her 
again, and to make sure that she would tell 
no tales, he produced a rope which he wound 
about her neck in a double coil. 
With the aid of a stick hetwisted it so tightly 
that the biood oozed from the pores and her 
tongue protruded. Hethen went after the 
treasure and after securing everything left 
bis victim lying motionless on the floor. For- 
tunately one ofthe neighbors shortly after 
discovered the prostrate form of Mrs. Put- 
tlessny and after considerabie difficulty 


succeeded in reviving her. Her assall- 
ant was captured in a barn and 
$60 of the stolen money found uponhim. He 
refused totalk. Itis feared that the woman 
may die before makinga statement. It has 
been learned that the prisoner 1s a desperate 
crook whoarrivedin this country about a 
yearago. Before leaving Bohemla, his na- 
tive country, he had taken the life ofa coun- 
tryman.

INTERNATION CONVENTION OF BARBERS 


It Will Open Up in St. Louis To-Morrow— 
Arrival of Delegates. 


Over seventy-five tonsorial artists are 
quartered at Hurst’s Hotel as delegates to 
the Fifth Annual Convention of the Journey- 
men Barbers’ International Union of 


America which convenes at 90’clock Tuesday 
morning in Central Turner Hall. At 10 
o’clock tbe rotunda of the hotel was alive 
with barbers, who had conned their best suit 
of clothes and who made their presence con- 
spicuous by elegant badges worn in the lapel 
of their coats. The meeting of friends 
of the profession was quite a con- 
genial one and the subject for 
conversation was the result of the meeting 
held yesterday afternoon at Turner Hall, at 
which the journeymen barbers of St. Louis 
entertained the visiting delegates. At 2 
o’clock the Executive Board, consisting of J. 
C. Meyer, W. E. Klapetzky, "KE. B. Robinson, 
J. E. urtless, C. E. Koontz and Louls Schne!l- 
der,met in the parlors at Hurst’s for the pur- 
pose of revising the constitution and by-laws 
and to formulate some plan whereby the 
Sunday closing law can be brought up before 
the convention to-morrow, in order that im- 
mediate action may be taken. The prin- 
cipal question that will be brought 
up before the Fifth Annual Con- 
vention will be. the establishment of a 
national home, a national insurance com- 
pany and the Sunday-closing law. The latter 
subject will be the principal subject for coh- 
versation and debate, and will, in all proba- 
bility, create some ‘lively discussions, es- 
pecially on Friday night at the open meeting, 
when the proprietors of the St. Louis shaving 
palaces will be invited toattend. For six 
months past the journeymen barbers of St. 
Louis have tried in vain to have the Council 
concur with the House of Dele- 
gates in a Dill passed pertaining to 
Sunday closing, but they have met with 
considerable opposition by the st. Louls Bar- 
bers’ Union; an organization composed of 
the proprietors of the St. Louls barber shops, 
and the indications are that nosuch an ordl- 
nance will be passed. If it is, itis rumored 
thatit will” be vetoed by Mayor Noonau. 
Under these circumstances the International 
Union has taken occasion to take a handin 
the matter, and atthe meeting to-morrow a 
proposition will be submitted to the dele- 
egates,requesting that every trades and labor 
unionin Missour!l appoint a committee to 
wait on their respective Representatives 
and Senators and request them to vote fora 
bill that will be introduced by a member of 
the General Assembly of Missouri from St, 
Louis, amending a ciause to the Constitution 
pertaining to the performance of labor on 
Sunday, so that said clause will read that the 
‘‘shavin g of beard and the cutting of hair on 
Sundays shall be strict) y rohibited, and one 
violating such law shall be deemed gulity of 
a misdemeanor and fined for each and every 
offense.’’ This action was not looked for- 
ward to by the members of the 8st. Louis 
Barbers’ Union, and consequently they are 
at sea to know how to prevent the passage of 
such an amendment. When Secretary 
Krackaur of the St. Louls Barbers’ Union 
was seen morning at his place of business on 
Market street, he declined to discuss the mat- 
ter further than to say that his union fought 
such ameasure in the City Council, and 
would probably take some action to prevent 
the amendment of alaw pertaining to Sun- 
day closing in the Thirty-seventh General As- 
sembly. The journeymen barbers are not agi- 
tated in the matter, however, as their union

Mrs. Tauber Says the Seventh Street

At noon to-day Mrs. Tauber announced that 
she was getting evidence inshape to prove 
that the property was fired by a former 
lodger who was ejected !for hon- payment of 
rent. Speaking to a PoOsT-DISPATCH rep- 
resentative she said: ‘‘I wont mention 
any names until I see my lawyer, but [am 
sure the building was set on fire by a tall 
man who has been lounging about 
the lace ~ since he was put out. 
The saloon down-stairs was kept open by my 
husband until 2 o’clock and rightafter he 
closed up and went home the fire was start- 
ed. The building ts heated by hot air from a 
big furnace in the cellar, but it 
was not cold yesterday 
no fire started. We have 
that the ffre was started in the closets on the 
third floor and it spread both up and down 
and got in several of the rooms. There is no 
doubt that the fire was started by one of our 
enemies and we intend to find out who he is

William Hays Again Arrested for 


Criminal Assault—East Side News. 


William Hays, a laborer, who resides on 
Second street, between St. Louls and Mis- 
souriavenues, was taken to Belleville to- 
day and lodged in fail to awalt 
trial on a very grave charge. 
He was arrested yesterday for attempting to 


criminally assanita little daughter of Chas. 

seadie, rormerly a member of the Fire De- 
partment, who now has asaloonat Third 
street and 8t. Clair avenue. Hays was 
in Beadle’s saloon yesterday afternoon, 
and is saidto have been intoxicated. About 
2o0’clock he was discovered in an outhouse 
back of the saloon with the girl, whois not 
quite 4years old. From what the child said 
the father was satisfied that the man had 
attemptedacriminal assault, and therefore 
caused his arrest. To-day the prisoner was 
arraigned before Justice Wilson and waived 
examination. Hays hasavery bad record, 
He participated in one of the most 
brutal outrages committed in this section, 
and went to the penitentiary for fourteen 
years along with the menwho aided him, 
but =_y served a portion of the 
time. This outrage was committed nearly 
twenty years ago. Hays and three com- 
panions enticed a man and his wife, whose 
names have been forgotten, from the city 
several miles out on the Ohio & Mississippi 
Rallway. When they reached a secluded 
spot they assaulted the man and beat 
him into insensibility, after which they out- 
raged the woman. After carrying out this 
hellish scheme the ravishers adopted an in- 
human plan to hide their crime, They de- 
posited the unconscious forms of the man 
and woman on the railway ' § track 
and ieft them to be ground to 
dea®h by the first train that came along, 
placing them noar a curve so that it would be 
impossible for an engineer to stop a locomo- 
tive in time to avoid running over the bodies. 
But by the merest chance the man revived 
barely in time to get off the 
track and remove his wife’s “yng still un- 
consclous,a few seconds before a fast moving 
train thundered past the spot. Hays and his 
companions were arrested shortly afterward 
and tried. Hays was sentenced 
to Penitentiary for fourteen 
years, but obtained a pardon after 
serving about five years. Several years after 
he was released from prison he was arrested 
for attempting: another outrage. With one 
companion he went toa shanty in whicha 
man who worked at the old rolling mill near 
the Relay Depot lived with his wifeand at- 
tempted to assault the woman. To get the 
husband outtbe way Hays told him he was 
wanted atthe mill, and made no violent ad- 
vances until he was gone. In this case, how- 
ever, the woman was too much for the 
villains, and the palr were forced to 
leave the house without accomplishing 
their purpose. Forthisact Hays was sent 
to the Penitentiary for three years and his 
companion went with him. About a year 
ago hays was arrested on the charge of bur- 
glarizinga store on Missouri avenue, but 
he was not indicted. The police 
claim that the witnesses were got out of the 
way by Hays’ friends to save him from incar- 
ceration, Hays is about 36 years old and un- 
married.

Western Turfmen Looking Forward to 
the Spring Meetings. 


PRESIDENT WELLS SAYS 8ST. LOUIS WILL 
NOT BE INTERFERED WITH. 


A Conflict Inevitable Between Latonia, 
Lexington and Louisville—Marcus Da- 
ly’s Way of Running a Stable— Charley 
Mitchell Gets the Laugh in London— 
An Olympic-Crescent Combine. 


The report sent out from Louisville to the 
effect that a clashof dates between Western 
Turf Congress Jockey Clubs was sure to take 
place next spring is not causing the 8t. Louls 
Jockey Club much worry. It was stated that 
the Latonia spring meeting would conflict 
with the Fair Grounds, Loulsville and Lex- 
ington meetings and the result would be one 
of the above-mentioned clubs would be bound 
to suffer from a lack of good horses. The 
Louisville turfite, who was responsible for 
this statement, evidently believes that there 
will be a scarcity of first-class horses on the 
Western turf next season. In other words, 
not enough to supply the demand which will 
be created with three or four big meetings 
simultaneously in progress. 

In one respect, at least, a clash of dates 
will be of. benefit to the horse owners. It 
willenable a great many of them to capture 
rich events, which heretofore, minus a 
clash, bave ali been captured by one ortwo 
ofthe bigstrings. Withonly one big meet- 
ing in progress atone timeallof the horses 
in the West would be compelled to go there 
and inaugurate a desperate contest for suc- 
cess. Theresult would be just what it has 
been In the years gone by, when Corrigan, 
Haggin, Baldwin and Sam Brown used to win 
almost all the stakes and about as much 
of what was left as they cared 
tocarry away. With a clash, however, the 
cracks become scattered, although the bet- 
ter portion of them hold forth where the 
best money is offered. The scattering, how- 
ever, is sufficient to permit some of the oth- 
er turfmento gather some siiare of the good . 
things. 

If the Fair Grounds meeting next spring 
and summer were totake place without op- 
position the chances would be in favor of Ed 
Corrigan, the Scoggans, McCafferty, Hollo- 
way and Chinn and Morgan coming here and 
pulling down everything hungup. With La- 


tonia, Lexington and Loutsville aiso 
holding meetings, the big owners 
will split up their stables 
and fight one another, at different points, 
which will give the smaller stables, some of 
which frequently have good horses, an op- 
portunity toOjumpinand makea showing. 

One great difficulty thesmalier stables have 
to contend with is the lack of experienced 
riders. Most of them have toemploy inferior 
jockeys because the big stables secure all the 
first-class boys. The big Stables 
work this point to great advan- 
tage. The master of Hawthorne for 
instance usually retains three or four of 
the premier riders ofthe West. Last season 
‘*Monk’’ Overton, Hugh Penny and Ville | 
Delong were all under contro! of his stable. | 
With the exception of Thorpe, Ray and 
Britton, Corrigan had theonly ridersin the 
West that amounted to an;thing. and the 
result was he frequeutly won races from bet- 
ter horses through the superior handiling of 
his mounts. ‘This often bowls over the pub- 
lic, who frequently bet onthe Dest horse re- 
gardless of his rider. 

When questioned asto what coursethe St. 
Louls Jockey Clud was going to pursue ff Its 
Gates were taken by any of the other West- 
ern Turf Congress clubs, President Rolla 
Wells saidthat neither he northe directors 
ofthe club Were paying any attention tothe 
matter. ‘*This city is one of the best racing 
centers west of New York City, and itis the 
intention of the directors of our organization 
to supply the best sport possible next season. 
Weare not going toallow any orwanization 
to dictate to us Low long we shall race in this 
city. The horse Owners are going to race 
where they can secure the most 
money, ana it is hardly neces- 
Sary to state,’’ continued Mr. Wells, 
that the St. Louls Jockey Club can come 
about as near equaling their desires in this 
respect, as any racing association West of 
New York. Our programme for next season 
will not be completed for, at least, two 
weeks, when it will be considered by the di 
rectors. Just how long we will run next 
season, isa question that will haveto be an- 
swered by the directors of the club. Speak- 
ing for myself alone, I would say, I think 
forty-eight days, the same number we ran 
last summer, sufficient. However,’’ added 
Mr. Wells, ‘‘Ispeak only for myself when I 
say this.’’ 


MARCUS DALY’S WAY. 

Since his debut as a horseman Marcus Daly 
has annually spentthree times the amount 
of his stable’s earnings for yearlings alone, 
and his $40,000 for that dog, King Thomas, is 
the record. Trotters are his by the score 
and horsefiesh has cost Daly three fortunes 
in as many years, saysa Chicagoscribe. Ke- 


cently he decided to sell his harness stock 
and senta big consignment tothe Lexington 
sales, realizing very much lessthban he paid 
for them. The next day he changed his mind 
and purchased a carioad of fashionably bred 
trotters. On Daly’s Litter Rootranch are more 
horses than a dozen trainers can handle, 
yet his commissioner goes to Europe and 
loads up with thoroughbred mares, while one 
agent is buying trotters for him in Kentucky 
and another isin New York bidding on run- 
ners. He wants to wib every race in which 
he starts and feels agurievedif he don’t. It 
is not money but horse pride with him. His 
latest conception was a covered training 
track halfa mile long up in Montana. It is 
lighted by electricity and heated by steam 
and is a marvelous and daring innovation on 
the old-time methods. ‘‘Snapper’’ Garrison 
will again ride the Daly horses next season, 
his salary being $12,000.

Western Turfmen Looking Forward to 
the Spring Meetings. 


PRESIDENT WELLS SAYS 8ST. LOUIS WILL 
NOT BE INTERFERED WITH. 


A Conflict Inevitable Between Latonia, 
Lexington and Louisville—Marcus Da- 
ly’s Way of Running a Stable—Charley 
Mitchell Gets the Laugh in London— 
An Olympic-Crescent Combine. 


The report sent out from Louisville to the 
effect that a clash of dates between Western 
Turf Congress Jockey Clubs was sure to take 
place next spring is not causing the St. Louls 
Jockey Club much worry. It was stated that 
the Latonia spring meeting would conflict 
with the Fair Grounds, Loulsville and Lex- 
ington meetings and the result would be one 
of the above-mentioned clubs would be bound 
tosuffer from a lack of good horses. The 
Louisville turfite, who was responsible for 
this statement, evidently believes that there 
will be a scarcity of first-class horses on the 
Western turf next season. In other words, 
not enough to supply the demand which will 
be created with three or four big meetings 
simultaneously in progress. 

In one respect, at least, a clash of dates 
will be of benefit to the horse owners. It 
willenable a great many of them to capture 
rich events, which heretofore, minus a 
clash, have ali been captured by one or two 
ofthe bigstrings. Withonly one big meet- 
ing in progress atone timeallof the horses 
in the West would be compelled to go there 
and inaugurate a desperate contest for suc- 
cess. Theresult would be just what it has 
been In the years gone by, when Corrigan, 
Haggin, Baldwin and Sam Brown used to win 
almost all the stakes and about as much 
of what was left as they cared 
tocarry away. With a clash, however, the 
cracks become scattered, although the bet- 
ter portion of them hold forth where the 
best money is offered. The scattering, how- 
ever, is sufficientto permit some of the oth- 
er turfmento gather some siiare of the good 
things. 

If the Fair Grounds meeting next spring 
and summer were totake place without op- 
position the chances would be In favor of Ed 
Corrigan, the Scoggans, McCafferty, Hollo- 
way and Chinn and Morgan coming here and 
pulling Gown everything hungup. With La- 


tonia, Lexington and Loutsville aiso 
holding meetings, the big owners 
will split up thelr Stables 
and fight one another, at different points, 
which will give the smaller stables, some of 
which frequently have good horses, an op- 
portunity tojumpinand makeashowing. | 

One great difficulty thesmalier stables have 
to contend with is the lack of experienced 
riders. Most of them have toemploy inferior 
jockeys because the big stables secure all the 
first-class boys. The Ng stables 
work this pvint to great advan- 
tage. The master of Hawthorne for 
instance usually retains three or four of | 
the premier riders ofthe West. Last season 
**Monk’’ Overton, Hugh Penny and Willie 
Delong were all under contro) of his stable. 
With the exception of Thorpe, Ray and 
Britton, Corrigan had the only ridersin the 
West that amounted to an;thing, and the 
result was he frequeutly won races from bet- 
ter horses through the superior handiing of 
his mounts. This often bowls over the pub- 
lic, who frequently bet onthe best horse re- 
gardless of lils rider. 

When questioned asto what coursethe St. 
Louls Jockey Club was going to pursue ff Its 
Gates were taken by any of the other West- 
ern Turf Congress ciubs, President Rolla 
Wells saidthat neither he northe directors 
ofthe club were paying any attention tothe 
matter. ‘*This city is one of the best racing 
centers west of New York City, and itis the 
intention of the directors of our organization 
to supply the best sport possible next season. 
Weare not going toallow any orwanization 
to dictate to us how long we shal! race in this 
city. The horse owners are going to race 
where they can secure the most 
money, and it is hardly neces- 
sary to. state,’’ continued Mr. Wells, 
that the St. Louls Jockey Club can come 
about as near equaling their desires in this 
respect, as any racing association West of 
New York. Our programme for next season 
will not be completed for, at least, two 
weeks, when it will be considered by the dil 
rectors. Just how long we will run next 
season, isa question that wlil haveto be an- 
swered by the directors of the club. Speak- 
ing for myself alone, I would say, I think 
forty-eight days, the same number we ran 
last summer, sufficient. However,’’ added 
Mr. Wells, ‘*I speak only for myself when I 
say this.’’
